1. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for 
an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally 
limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the 
range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not 
repeat information given in the title. It should avoid using 
phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The 
disclosure describes," etc. 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting . re j ection is based on a 
judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy 
reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by 
a patent and to prevent possible, harassment by multiple 
assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not 
identical, but at least one examined application claim is not 
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patentably distinct from the reference claim (s) because the 
examined application claim is either anticipated by, or would 
have been obvious over, the reference claim(s) . See, e.g., In re 
Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re 
Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van 
Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422

3. Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 

obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 

claims 1-5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,750,901. Although the 

conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 

distinct from each other because: 

With regard to claim 1, claim 1. of Patent' 901 discloses the 
same subject matter as of claim 1, except for the camera further 
comprising a card reader for reading a scene transformation 
requirement from a card inserted into said card reader. 

Official Notice is taken for a card reader which is used to 



read encoded data on a card. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
incorporate the card reader into claimed camera so that the 
camera is able to read a information encoded on a card because 
the incorporation of the card reader would allow a user to 
incorporate more control data into the camera and thereby to 
improve the' quality of the printed images. 

With regard to claims 3-6, claims 3-6 are obvious variants 
and encompassed by claim 2-5 of Patent' 901. 

4. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims .
